consecutive characters ..." (emphasis added). 

Item E: The "Amendments to the claims" section filed on 
Feb. 21, 2006, does not comply with 37 CFR 1.121 for the 
following reason: 

(1) The amendments to claims 1 and 23 merely add text 
without using the proper markings to indicated added text. See, 
for example, amended claim 1, lines 12, 27, and 45; and 
claim 23, lines 12, 27, and 45. Applicants have improperly 
amended claims 1 and 23. 



37 CFR 1.121 reads: "[W]hen claim text with markings is 
required. All claims being currently amended . . . shall . . . 
be submitted with markings to indicate changes that have been 
made relative to the immediate prior version of the claims. The 
text of any added subject must be shown by underlining the added 
text . The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike- 
through except that double brackets [i.e., [[ ]]] placed before 
and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive letters" (emphasis added) . 



(2) In amended claims 1 and 23, at lines 44 and 62, the 
markings in the amended claims are confusing. It is not clear 
what is being added, two lines of text or chemical formulas. 
There are three lines, two that underscore the two lines of text 
and a line in between the two lines of text, as shown below:
